— On Saturday the 
Cromwell ground will bo the scene of the return 
match Iretween the Clyde and Cromwell Clubs, 
when no doubt the Duns tan meu will do their 
level best to retrieve the defeat suffered at Clyde 
in the opening match of the season. 

The English house-sparrow is rapidly 
increasing in this district, and is likely, ere 
long, to prove a serious pest to fruit-growers 
and farmers. As evidencing the destruction 
caused by these birds we note that at a recent 
meeting of the Ellesmere (Canterbury) Sparrow 
Association an official abatement was made th.at 
since the previous meeting the treasurer b.ad 
paid at per dozen for tho destruction of 3313 
eggs and 667 birds.

The ordinary night of meeting of the 
Borough Council is Friday next, and it is to be 
hoped nothing will prevent a full attendance, 
as busioess is aconmuhating through lapse oi 
members on previous meeting-nights. 

The twenty-four hours’ walking match 
for the championship of New Zealand and a 1,40 
prize commenced on Friday last and was won by 
young Scott, who covered a distance of 106 
miles. This is said to be the greatest distance 
ever walked in the colonies in the time. 

Mr F. H. Daniel has been elected Chair- 
man of Lake County Council. Mr Edgar, the 
late Chairman, was a candidate, but no was 
defeated by two votes. During the meeting 
several “ scenes ” occurred and language more 
forcible than polite was indulged in during the 
heat of discussion on the merits of the late 
chairman. Notice was given to hold future 
Council meetings in Arrowtowu, and it is said 
a majority of members will vote in favor of this. 

A most welcome rain fell during Friday 
and Saturday which must do a world of good ie 
the crops, which were suffering sadly from the 
long-continued drought. The downpour appears 
to have been pretty general throughout Otago, 
and its value to the farming interest can scarcely 
be calculated. Bright warm weather Ihas now 
set in and crops will come on rapidly — indeed 
some Helds of grain are already bursting into 
ear. 

The fruit crop has been severely damaged 

by a strong easterly gale which set in last night 
and still continues, although with less violence. 
Apples especially have suffered, some heavily- 
bearing trees being almost completely stripped. 
The loss to market growers will be all the more 
serious from the fact that a night's frost about a 
month ago almost ruined the cherry crop, which 
romised to bo exceptionally abundant. We 
ere of one orchardist who reckons his loss in 
this fruit alone at some hundreds of pounds 
sterling. 

Wo are indebted to the Dunstan Times 
for report of proceedings at the County Council 
last week. “ When the cat’s away the mice 
will play,” and it really looks, judging from our 
contemporary's report, as though a good deal 
more play than work had been indulged in. 
The Council is evidently degenerating into a 
recognised system of log-rolling, and a perus.al of 
their actions lends to the conclusion that the 
ability and dignity of members are about on a 
par. 

Last week Mr T. A. Fraser, of Lake 
Wanaka, left for nnr inspeclion the horn of a 
deer which he found in the coarse of his travels 
through the country .adjacent to his run. The 
horn is about 15iu. in length, and appears to be 
a cast one. The deer were originally turned 
out a number of years since .at Morven Hills, 
and now appear to have increased considerably, 
Mr Fraser informs us that there is every indica- 
tion that herds of the animals pass and repass 
between the Timaru and Dingle forests, and it 
was on this track the horn left at this office 
was picked up. Deer-st.alking will soon be an 
additional attractive inducement for tourists to 
the grand Wanaka Lake district. 

Writing yesterday, our Alexandra 

correspondent furnishes us with the following 
items : — Mr J. Drummey has sustained a serious 
loss by the death of his entire horse “Surprise,” 
which took place on Sunday last. This is the 
more unfortunate as it has occurred in the 
middle of the season when his services had been 
engaged for a large number of mares. — On 
Saturday last an accident, which was nearly 
being attended by fatal eonseguences. occurred 
to a little girl, a daughter of Mr J. Peters. It 
appears that the child was riding on one of the 
lorries used for drawing stone to the bridge, 
when it fell off in front of the lorry, which was 
drawn partly over it, and it being lo.aded at the 
time it was with some difficulty that tho child 
was released from its position, the only injury 
inflicted being a dislocated ancle. 

Happily the art of aticking-iip on the 
public highway has not been much cultivated in 
this part of the colony ; but we hear of a mild 
case that occurred in Lake County on Saturday 
evening, and it is to lie hoped that by this time 
the offender h.as been taken and will receive 
deterrent punishment It seems that a young 
lad in employ of Mr Turton, solicitor, had been 
to Arrowtown on business. lieturning home in 
the evening he stopped in the vicinity of Lake 
Hayes to water his horse. A fellow approached 
the lad from a field and demanded from him 
money. Not adding much to bis wealth from 
the boy’s pocket-money he took from him a 
pocket-book containing documents of probable 
v.alue to his emiiloyer and decamped . The lad, 
named Walter Keay, appears to have taken good 
stork of the highw.aymaii, his description being 
very minute, and scarce leaving a cbanco of tho 
scoundrel’s escape. 

The Cromwell correspondent to the 
Daily Times, who appears to write with an in- 
timate knowledge of the position, remarking on 
the projected sale of frontages to Welmore-terrace 
says that “ the preliminary technical and legal 
difficulties (from Mr Marsh even down to Sir 
Pyke) have been overcome.

A hew “ Registration of Doga Bill " 
has gone through its second reading in the House 
of Representatives, and will take effect from the 
first of January next. It repeals all Provincial 
Acts hitherto in force, and provides for the 
supply of pro]wr tickets to he fixed on dogs’ 
collars, as well os for the destruction of uii- 
regisbered animals, . The Act is very short aud 
simple, and is a decided improvement on all 
former ones. 

Mr M'Cormick, the contractor for the 

road and brilgea over the Kx-iwarau and Swift- 
bum, is making good progi*ess with the work. 
Some very heavy cutting through hard rock is 
involved in the roadmaking, and a large number 
of men are employed. The approaches to the 
Kawaraii bridge are making a good show. Mr 
M'Cormidc anticipates having the line o])ea for 
traffic about the end of August, and from the 
energy he is displaying it is likely his calcula- 
tion will not be far out. 

A cricket match was played at Queens- 
town on Thursday laat between a Wakatipu 
eleven and the \Vallace County Club. The 
viators were victorious by 35 runs. The weather 
was rather ucfavorable, showers falling at 
intervals during the day. The Wallace men 
went in first and closed the inninga for 81. The 
home team was disposed of for 42 in the first 
aiul 39 in the second inninqs, while the Wallace 
eleven were got out for 35^making the figures 
at the close, Wallace, 116 ; Wakatipu, 81. The 
visitors were captained by Holmes, and Queen- 
stown by Mr W. L, Davis. The play of the 
Wallace meu was very good, evidencing con- 
siderable practice, while the bowling of Hay- 
wai'd and Morrison was throughout remarkably 
good. The Wakatipu men were not equal to 
their opponents in the field, attributable no 
doubt to the fact that the eleven had had no 
opportunity of united practice. 

Volunteei^a v. Civilians indulged in an 
afternoon’s cricket yesterday. Loudon, Muter,

The time only allowed of one iunings for each 
side. The soldiers went iu first, and the first 
half-dozen men made a good stand — Muter (33) 
and Gudgeon (25), putting together 58 runs be- 
fore retiring. Adjanis made JO aud Loudon 9, 
the other six wickets going down for 17, making 
in all 94.* Tho ' iviliaus were disposed of for a 
total of 52, of which 27 were to tlie creilit of 
Haddock, v/lio played a very nice innings.

London, November 25. 

The Chilian army defeated the Peruvians and 
Bolivians with great loss near Iquique, 

Excepting at Dublin, Limerick, and Cork, 
the demonstrations of sympathy with Davitt 
and Killer were without enthi^siasm. 

Archbishop Macabe's pastoral denouncea 
emphatically the leaders of the Homo Rule 
party, and warns the people against troasonabla 
associations, 

Now Zealand debentnres are in active demandp 
and have risen one-half per cent.

The Right Ron, "W. E. Gladetone, at Edin- 
burgh, preferred a powerful indictment against 
the Government, and urged the necessity of re- 
placing the majority in the House of Commons, 
because the House was respousiblefor the foreign 
policy of the Qovernmeat.

THE NEW SOUTH WALES 
BUSHRANGERS; 



A gang of six buahrangera, headed by the 
notorious Captain Moonlight, stuck up tho 
Wanbabadgery station, 25 miles east of Wagga, 
on the moriuug of Siin^lay, November I6bh. 19 
hands were bailed up for 10 hours. The manager 
at first proved intractable, but after receiving 
several kicks he apologised' on his knees, and 
was sent on the roof to keep watch. When the 
mailboy (Alexander M'Donald) arrived the 
mailbag was seized, M'Douald escaped, bring- 
ing the news to Wagga. Four troopers left ia 
pursuit, arriving at daybreak on Monday. The 
bushrangers were at the station hamestead. One 
came cut, refused to surrender, whereupon tho 
police fired. The others of the gang attacked the 
police, and there was a hot contest for over two 
hours. The marauders approached the police in 
a semi-circle, compelling them to retire to a 
neighboring station, leaving their horses 
behind. Five policemen from Gundagai rein- 
forced them, and the bushrangers were over- 
taken about two miles from the station. 
Another serious engagement followed, and the 
fight laated an hour, and was witnessed by a 
large number of people from the neighboring 
hills. One bushranger was shot dead by Sergt, 
Bowen, The rest took shelter, but Bowen 
succeeded in shooting another dead, being him- 
self seriously wounded iu the neck. The third 
bushranger was wounded in the arm, two others 
surreinlcred, aud the rr<maiumg one escaped. 
The gaug also stuck up a store at Clarendon, 
robbing the mail. Two constables had thei^ 
horaes shot under them. Mr Biridge, a squatter, 
and two assistants, when trying to join the 
police, were stuck up by the gang. Biridge waa 
compelled by the leader to shoot hia valuable 
horse. They were then ** court-maitialled,” by 
the gang, and allowed five minutes to live. 
Furtau;dcly, the attaching force arrived before 
the sentence was executed,

He moved the re-election of their late Chair- 
man, Mr Vincent Pyke. 

Cr Masters seconded the motion, and spoke 
in high terms of the manner in which 'the 
business of the Council had hitherto been 
conducted. 

Cr Colclough had no doubt as to Mr 
Pyke’s efficiency as a chairman. He dis- 
agreed with Mr Pyke on many points, but he 
did not think they could elect a better man. 
He only hoped Mr Pyke, if elected, would 
follow the example of other County Chair- 
men, and do his best to curtail the expenses, 
and that he would commence by voluntarily 
reducing his own salary. He supported Mr 
Pyke’s re-election. 

Cr Fraser also spoke in favor of the re- 
election of Mr Pyke, and endorsed the re- 
marks of the former speakers. He urged 
that the Council had been most reckless in 
its expenditure during the past year. — 
Motion carried. ’ 

Cr Colclough said the resolution of the 
last meeting re chairman's salary was ultra 
vires, and urged that the chairman’s salary 
for the ensuing year should now be con- 
sidered. 

A very desultory discussion took place, 
and the Chairman ruled that the question 
was out of order, the salary having been fixed 
at last meeting. The subject then dropped. 

Cr Fraser moved : — “That the financial state 
of the County be considered, as regards the 
revenue for the ensuing twelve months proving 
sufficient to meet the requirements of works in 
course of construction and already voteil, also 
the maintenance of roads, bridges, and ferries, 
without having recourse to borrowing." He 
made a few remarks in support of the motion. 

A long discussion then ensued on this ques- 
tion, in which all the Councillors took part, and 
wbiJi took up the whole <’£ the evening. No 
decision had been anived at when, at a late 
hour, they adjourned till 10 a.m. next day. 



Thursday, November 27. 

On resuming at iO 30 a. m., consideration of 
Cr Fraser’s motion was continued. 

A brief discussion took place, after which 

Cr M'&innis moved— “'That a committee con- 
sisting of Messrs Jolly, Colclough, Naylor and 
M'Ginnis be appointed to enquire into the 
finances of the County, and see if some reduc- 
tions can be made in salaries and expenditure, 
the Chairman to be convener of meeting, and to 
report to next meeting of Council.'' — Cr Masters 
seconded. 

The amendment was carried. 

Cr M'Ginuis moved— “That the bridge over 
the Earnscleugh Uiver, on the main road, which 
was passed last year and ordered to stand over 
through the flnorl, be proceeded with.” He 
would not have brought this motion forward 
only the work was one that must ho done. It 
had been passed last year ; the road was inter- 
cepterl by a d.am, and as seotipus would probably 
BOOH be taken up and fenced in, he would like 
an assurance that the work woukl be proceeded 
with in a reasonablo time. It had already 
been sanctioned, aud would not cost above 
L200. 



Or Naylor seconded the motion, but thought 
the work would not be needed for the next 12 
months. 

Cr Pitches opposed it on the ground that the 
finances would not admit of it. Crs Colclough 
and Fraser also opposed it for the same reason. 

Cr M ‘Ginnis replied, and asked permission of 
the Council to withdraw the motion, which was 
granted. 

Cr M'Ginnis, in view of the Committee ap- 
pointed to consider the finances of the County, 
aeked leave to withdraw the motion atanding in 
his name.- Agreed to. 

Cr Co'olough took the chair, and 

Cr Jolly moved — “That the road leading to 
settlers’ homesteads in the vicinity of the 
Lowburn, now rendered useleeB by reason of 
patties fencing in their freehold property, be 
restored, at a cost not to exceed £50 sterling." 
H e had bad a memorial presented to him on the 
Bubjeet, but it had been acoidentallv loft behind. 
The work was urgently needed. The road bad 
been entirely cut off by fencing right across the 
mad, and unless a portion of the road was 
diverted and repaired the loss and inconvenience 
to the settlers would be very serious. 

Cr Fraser seconded the motion. He thought 
the work should be gone on with, as it was very 
much needed. 

Cr Colclough supported the motion. 

Cr M'Ginnis opposed it, and moved as an 
amendment — “That the matter be referred to 
the Engineer to report on, and that if the work 
be urgent the Engineer be instructed to proceed 
with same. 

Crs Pitches and Fraser supported the amend- 
ment. 

. The amendment was carried. 

Cr Colclough moved the suspension of Stand- 
ing Orders, and the Council then went into 
committee for considering tenders. 

On resuming, the following report was read 
and adopted That the tenders as follows be 
accepted : Contract G4, D. Uockburn ; 65, W. 

Davis ; 67, T. Haves ; 68, ; 69, T, 

M'Nulty; 70, P. Baine ; 71, J. Glass ; 72, T. 
Jackson. 'That contract 66 be divided into 
aections, and that Crs Jolly and Colclongh be 
authorised to call for and accept tenders for the 
same, and that fresh tenders be called for 
contract No. 63. 

Cr Colclough said he desired to withdraw the 
strictures he had made at an earlier stage of the 
meeting on the < lollector relative to the collec- 
tion of rates, as he had since ascertained that 
the Collector’s time had been so occupied to pre- 
clude his attention to this particular duty. — 
Leave granted. 

Cr Colclough asked if the Engineer had re- 
ported as requested on the unauthorised ex- 
penditure.- — The report was laid on table, read, 
and considered satisfactory. 

Cr M 'Ginnis was astonished that Cr Colclongh 
should have referred to this matter, as one of 
the items was for keeping clean the Cromwell 
bridge, and considering that the County had 
taken the whole responsibility of the bridge off 
the Cromwell Municipality’s bands, the very 
least that body could do would be to keep the 
bridge clean and thus relieve the County of that 
expense. 

In reply to a question by Cr Praser, the 
Engineer stated that extra men had from time 
to time been put on the roads to do the necessary 
repairs that the maintenance men could not 
possibly attend to. 

A somewhat desultory, yet animated, dis- 
cussion ensued on the question of keeping 
maintenance men on the roads. -Some councillors 
arguea they were not required, others again 
advocating in the spirit of retrecchment that 
though the men were required their wages should 
be cut down. It was however agreed upon that 
the system of maintenance men was good, and 
that to reduce their wages would be bad policy. 
Eventually it was decided that the present 
system of employing maintenance men on the 
roads Clyde to Cromwell, Cromwell to Kirtle- 
bum, and Alexandra to the County boundary, 
subject to the approval of the Engineer, be con- 
tinued to the end of the present financial year, 
31st March, 1880. 

Accounts amounting to 1.67 I6s lOd, for 
printing, advertising, and incidentals irere 
passed for payment. 

The following schedule of votes required by 
the Engineer for the mouths of December and 
January was passed : —

The sub-Treasurer’s report of petty c.aah was 
read and approved, and the sum of L15 was 
voted for future expenditure. 

An account for L20 by Mr J. Perriam for re- 
pairing road near his homestead was brought up 
for eonsideration. Cr Colclough opposed, and 
the matter dropped. 

Cr Fraser asked for leave to [iropose, without 
notice of motion, that LIO be expended on road 
—Albert Town to Fork farm. 

Cr Colclough objected. Leave refused. 

On the motion of Cr Fraser, the Engineer 
was instructed to pat a stern rope to the punt at 
Albert Town. 

Or M'Ginnis said that as most of the men 
were knocked off woik on tho roads, and but 
few general works under way, the services of 
Inspectors were not further required, and pro- 
posed that the services of Mr Harvey, os road 
inspector, be dispensed with, — one month’s 
notice to be given. Mr Colclough seconded. 

Or Fraser proposed, and Cr Naylor seconded 
as an amendment — “That the word ‘not’ be 
inserted.” 

Cr Colclough contended that a negative was 
no amendment, and said it could not be put. 

A most unruly scene now resulted, during 
which the Chairman left the chair and the 
Chamber. Crs Colclough and M'Ginnis after- 
wards left their seats, — Cr Jolly again re.suracd 
the chair, and the amendment being withdrawn 
by consent, and the motion allowed to lapse, the 
meeting separ/ited.

The incidents of the eventful week just 
closed are : A cake from the Tip., the statu- 
tory meeting of the County Council, the 
Mayoral Election, a race meeting, and a 
“ cooky shine.” 

The cake from the Tipperary weighed over 
803nzs, and was the pleasing and surprising 
result of 630 tons of stone, giving a fraction 
over loz lOdwts to the ton. Considering 
that the reef is from 9ft to 12ft in width, and 
that all the stuff cast by the working of the 
reef has been put through the mill, the im- 
mense value of the property will become 
apparent. This kind of “ testimony of the 
rocks” needs no elucidation, and requires 
only to be translated into pounds sterling to 
bo comprehended by the dullest intellect. 

The statutory meeting of County Council 
was a stormy one, and came off in the most 
approved style of Parliamentary usage and 
language, for which the present age is re- 
marka'ble. The Councillors were somewhat 
surprised when, at the eleventh hour, Mr 
Daniel allowed himself to ha nominated for 
the vacant honor. Nevertheless the result 
proved that the Councillors endorsed his 
decision as a wise one, five voting for Mr 
Daniel and three for Mr Edgar, the ex- 
Chairman, who refrained from voting, Mr 
Edgar has acquitted himself during hia term 
of office with great credit, and displayed 
much tact and judgment in the management 
of County affairs. In Mr Daniel, the County 
has secured the services of a man of shrewd 
business habits, and great practical experi- 
ence, at whose bands the affairs of the 
County will, no doubt, receive every atten- 
tion. At the same meeting the fate of the 
Pembroke slaughter-yard, about which such 
a row has been kicked up in The Cromwell 
Arcus, was, at least for tho time being, de- 
cided by granting a license to Mr Kerin, 
However, it cannot be said that the question 
of the effect the slaughter-yard may or may 
not have upon the health of the residents of 
Pembroke has been settled or even considered 
by the councillors — in fact, in justice to Mr 
M'Dougall, it must be said that the question 
has not been decided upon its merits. A 
notice of motion was tabled by Mr M'Dougall 
to hold in future the meetings at Arrowtown, 
as being more cenirally situated. 

The mayoral election at Arrowtown created 
quite a stir, though on a small scale. The 
position of the candidates assigned them by 
the voices of the ratepayers is as follows :

Mr Jenkins has for some time back identified 
himself with many of our public movements, 
and always shown a keen interest in any- 
thing affecting the welfare of the town and 
district. Tho defeat of tho ex-mayor is 
somewhat difficult to explain, except that 
the merging question, which Mr Graham 
advocated, be considered as the reason for 
his ranking second on the list. 

The soiree and tea-meeting in aid of the 
Presbyterian Church Harmonium Fund was 
a success, as all entertainments got up in 
Arrowtown invariably are. The tea tables 
were furnished in a lavish and luxurious 
style, and consequently this part of the 
entertainment gave universal satisfaction. 
The speeches were mnoli appreciated. The 
Rev. Mr Ross presided. Mr Ross is no ex- 
ception to the rule, which says that “ out of 
the fulness of the heart the mouth speaketh,” 
and, as is generally the case with him, it 
spoke well. The Rev. J, Paterson, of St. 
John’s Church, Invercargill, gave a short 
address on “Christian Manliness,” after 
having paid a handsome coinplioient to the 
district for its scenery and climate, aud to 
the residents for the hospitality and geniality 
with which they had received and entertained 
him. The other speakers were Messrs T. 
Johnston, E. Sandford and Adair. The 
addresses were interspersed with songs and 
instrumental music, which were loudly ap- 
plauded. This part of the entertainment 
suffered, however, by the absence of the 
grand new organ, which was expected to be 
tested on the occasion — in fact, the only solo 
sung of the evening, by Mr Barlow, was 
almost marred by the faulty instrument 
which was pressed into service, though it 
was presided over by one of our most ac- 
complished musicians. The entertainment 
passed ' off, however, satisfactorily, and I 
hear that is likely to produce nearly £30 
nett. 

After several futile attempts to organise a 
committee to arrange f'lr and carry out a 
racing and sporting programme for tlie ensu- 
ing Christmas holidays, those interested 
succeeded to appoint a number of gentlemen 
to take the business in hand, so that w'e may 
look forward to the usual bill of fare pro- 
vided on such occasions. 

I see by a late issue of your paper that the 
introduction of the deferred payment system 
into your district has proved an abortion, 
and do not wonder at it. The whole of tho 
VVakatip district was taken up under tho 
agricultural lease regulations, whicli have 
proved themselves quite adequate to the 
requirements of settlers, and the selectors of 
deferred payment blocks on theCrnwn Terrace 
pronounce against both tho high price and 
circumlocution entailed by the deferred 
system.

TBE BLACKS SCHOOL. 

To the Editor of Tub Cromwell Aro^ts. . 

Sir, — TheBJacl<acorreflpon<leiitoftlio JVapcita 
Timea and Mount Ida Chronicle having skated 
that the Blaoka school was in so bad a state that ; 
one parent bad to remove hia children and send > 
them a digtimce of eight miles to another school, 
and it being well -known that the parents of 
these children and the- correspondent only, 
count two, I seat a letter to the Dunatan 
questioning the right of such a circutn* - 
stance being promulgated to the discredit of this 
school ; seeing that none of the said family had 
attended BJaoka school for two full months. 
My letter brought forth a reply, to which I sent 
an answer, which was was to be hna! on my 
part. The Eimstnn Timea editor, in slang terms, 
refused insertion. The action of the correspond- 
ent was umleniahly mean to thus stigmatize any 
teacher who is a public servant, and who is . 
debarred the privilege of defending himself ; 
whereas if he had a grievance and a good cause 
other means are open to him for redress. On 
many other occasions the same parties have been 
guilty of like actions with other achoolmiisters . 
and schools. No language can be too strong to 
denounce such a practice, and if the subject be, 
as the T’lTnes states, not of “general interest,” 
it has, at least, justice on its side, and I ask you 
to take up the cause of the injured, and in- 
sert my letter in your columns, which is as .. 
follows : — It is a bad cage that requires to he 
supported by falsehood aud sophistry in lack of 
good sound arguments, and “ Mother" has cer- 
tainly come out strong in these. First she 
states I took offence at the removal of her 
children from this to Matakanui school, whereas 
I only questioned the fairness of the same being 
circulated in journals to the discredit ot this 
school. As for the act itself, no words can ex-' 
press my gratitude and that of many others. 
Then again, “Mother" puts herown construction 
on my assertion, that I could produce children 
educated here better advanced than hera. I 
made no comparison of the school generally, 
though T have not tho least doubt that the 
school can hold its own. * ‘ Mother” not having 
yet inspected Blacks school, she must have been 
using the means of gaining her information tho 
iniquity of which I pointed out in a former 
letter, viZ i encouraging her offspring in carrying 
her tales of school gossip. I still maintain my 
challenge, with far more grounds now than ' 
when given, and if there should be isolated cases 
of backwardness in the school as well as 
“Mother” admits to he the case with her family, 
if the real causes were traced,! both teacher and 
children possibly are blameless and the rod with 
more justice should be applied to “ Mother." 
(Jan anything bnt a malignant construction be 
put upon such an argument as this, or how can 
common sense reconcile it as beings justification 
of the action of which I complain. “That the 
Blacks school is a disgrace to white men is no 
fault of the present teacher as he has only been 
there a short time, but is owing in a great 
measure to the eccentric iutcrference of * Mother- 
in-law*, as he used his influence lately in re- 
moving a certificated teacher of 12 years ex- 
perience from Blacks school and now rushes into 
print to defend an uncertificated one of uo ex- 
perience." What conaigtency in an argument 
whi'.’h declares the fault of the school is not with 
the present teacher but in some action causing 
the removal of a better man nearly two years 
ago I If no fault be attributable to the present 
teacher why circulate damaging reports of the 
school throughout the journals of the country, 
evidently intended to tell against him? What 
more bitter malice could be displayed than to 
seek to injure an innocent man, and try to rob 
him of his daily bread ? 

Ah, “ Mother ” dear ! yours is a threadbare 
cloak. ‘Schoolmasters and schools must of 
necessity come under your lash. The present 
Chairman of the Schoolmaster’s Association in 
Dunedin, the Under-’^ccretary of the P’ducation 
Board, and the far-famed school over which 
they at one time presided have felt y >ur baneful 
influence— and how can an unpretentious school 
like ours escape? Beflections on the action of 
“ Mother-in-Law ” I pass over— they .are foreign 
to the subject. No single individual ever re- 
ceived a rebuke from Inspector Petrie. Tf it 
refers to a rebuke sent by him to the Committee 
of the day, and had it been well merited, Mr 
Petrie would not on explanation so readily have 
withdrawn it. Respecting the resignation and 
election of committee members, what is said is 
simply falsehood. A committee for years in 
office at the expiration of their term desired 
release, and none of them or other householders 
would signify their assent to be elected but one ; 
and why did he do so? Simply to keep -the 
management of the school in the hands of the 
people, and not leave it open for any ailventiirer 
to apply and be made a paid commissioner. Th© 
insult cast upon six out of seveu of the subse- 
quently-elected committee only exposes the 
character and ignorance of the source from 
which it arose. 

Mr Rlitor, I have done, aud I thank you. I 
have clearly shown that the broadcast defama- 
tions against Blacks school have no justifiable 
foundcation, and are purely the effect of a virulent 
malady— the school passing scatheless through 
the ortlcal. An uncertiticated teacher is no 
proof of incnnjpetency, and it is what can be 
always remedied ; hut the dreadful mania which 
originated the correspondence is beyond tbe 
power of mortals to cure. 

Afflicted sister, farewell! Yon are welcome 
to the benefit of tbe la^^t word which we both 
know is an inherent qu<ality in our sex, and pure 
sympathy for your sufferings makes me waive 
my claim.'

Parliament declined to endorse Mr Finn’s 
motion — “ That the House resolve itself into 
committee of the whole to consider a respect, 
ful address to be presented to the Governor, 
praying that his Excellency will cause a sum 
of LKM,000 to be placed on the Estimates 
for the purpose of encouraging gold-mining 
industries within the colony of New Zea- 
land.” 

A case of Gardner o, Gardner at the 
Supreme Court, Melbourne baa been heard. 
Gardner carried on a furrier’s business, but 
separated some years ago from his wife in 
consequence of suspecting she had committed 
adultry with the Duke of Edinburgh, who 
was a large customer when in the colonies. 
The husband alleges that hia wife had a child 
by the Duke. 

Sir Julios Vogel’s candidature for Fal- 
mouth is hotly opposed by the Western Daily 
Mereury, which declares, in concluding a very 
bitter article on Sir Julius’ connection with 
the New Zealand Agricultural Company, that 
ho “ will receive on polling day such a defeat 
at the hands of the electors of Falmouth as 
will ring from John-o’-Groats to Land’s End 
and from Land’s End to New Zealand.” 

One of the largest cricket scores made on 
the Hagley Park ground, Canterbury, was 
put together last week in a match between 
the Ashley County and the club known as 
the Wanderers. The latter scored 311, of 
which Arthur M. Ollivier, the well-known 
cricketer, made 141. The first wicket did 
not fall till 226 were on the board, and 
Ollivier and W. Milton were in together five 
hours getting them. 

The Sonth Australian Register says that 
Port Darwin is the key to the colonies ; its 
geographical position, its magnificent harbor, 
and all its natural advantages, must make it 
80 .

She was 
brought up at the Thames Police Court some 
time ago charged by her husband with being 
8 lunatic- One medical man certified that 
the lady was of unsound mind, while the 
others certified that she was- sane, and she 
was in consequence discharged from custody. 
We find now that this happy — if notorious — 
pair has gone to England on “urgent private 
affairs,” and Auckland holders of orders 
“out of first funds” are jubilant. Mrs 
Croker is coming into possession of L30,000, 
with possible reversions which may bring the 
figure up to LI 00,000. Truly, “Truth is 
stranger than Fiction.” 

One of the saddest sights in Bourkc-strect 
just now (writes a Melbourne correspondent) 
is the presence there late at night, when all 
the evil is abroad, of a woman who a few 
years ago was a gnest at Government House, 
and who bears a title. The lady and her 
husband were of high family, and for a time 
lived in the sort of " society ” we have here. 
Drink took possession of both, and the result 
was a fall of the most extraordinary rapid 
character. And now in the midst of the 
most depraved, seeking the bread of shame, 
is to be seen this hereditarily noble lady. 
Pitiful 1 Ere many years she will fill a 
pauper's grave, dying unknown to her titled 
Ml relatives. 

I lafsphe first horse-race was held in Melbourne 
'"AB'^Batman’s Hill in 1839. The population 
.[ oi ^he whole colony was then about BOO, and 
"the whole -crowd turned out to see the 
Squatter’s Pur^e' and Town Plate run for ; 
on which occasion, in connection with many 
other interesting events,- Mrs Grubb, the 
original owner of Petrel, herself turning the 
scale at 14 stone, raced her husband for a 
bottle of rum. Now Victoria has a popula- 
tion of 800,000. The Flemlngton racecourse 
is prenbnnced equal to any in the world. 
Timo as fast as any on record has ‘been made 
there, and the Melbourne races are looked 
upon as one of the principal (If not tho chief) 
racing events in the Southern Hemisphere. 

The Wellington correspondent of the Lyt- 
telton Times telegraphs : — A new political 
party has been formed, calling themselves 
“The Young New Zealand Party.” It is 
neither to include any Minister nor ox- 
Ministor, nor any rats, nor those who have 
been guilty of any dishonorable political con- 
duct. They have pledged themselves to vote 
sn Hoc, but will refrain from taking any 
action until next session.

There are now five emigration agents 
employed in Great Britain — Mr Holloway, 
at L160 a year ; Mr G. M. Reed, at L600 ; 
Mr Claydon, at L2B0 ; Mr Bathgate, at 
L3B0 ; and the Rev. J. Berry, at L300. 

Australian statistics recontly issued show 
that Victoria’s trade is decreasing ; that 
population has only increased 11 per cent, 
in six years, while that of New South Wales 
has risen 24, and that of South Australia, 25 
per cent, in the same period. 

Three little boys, brothers, whose ages 
averaged under 10 years, were recently found 
guilty at the Christchurch police court of five 
charges of larceny from storekeepers, and 
sentenced to three days’ imprisonment, with 
a dozen stripes of the cat-o’-nine-tails. 



THE GARDEN. 

— 

Kitchen Garden . — The benefits arising from 
mulching the surface of the soil around 
growing crops are not generally uuderstood. 
The system is extensively carried out in Eng- 
land, where the necessity is not so great as here, 
owing to the rapid evaporation of moisture by 
dry winda Of all the drawhaoka vegetation is 
liable to, want of moisture is the worst, as a 
vegetable once deprived of it may be pulled up 
and thrown to the rubbish heap for all the good 
it will do afterwards. The materials used for 
mulching are short grass, old tan, rotten dung, 
half spent linings from hot beds, in fact any 
short litter will answer the purpose. The beat 
mulching, and one that never looks untidy, is 
the old material from a hot-bed which has been 
passed through a half inch riddle. This will not 
only keep the surface cool and moist, but act as 
a fertiliser as well Give strawberry beds a 
good three-inch covering of this, and the weight 
of the crop will be increased enormously. 
Strawberries are too frequeutly planted under 
the shade of trees ^ they crop in such situations 
it is true, but the fruit is deficient in flavor. 
Finish planting out cabbages, broccoli, cauli- 
flowers and savoys, as soon as possible. Very 
little of this kind of work can be dona next 
month. Sow turnip, radish, lettuce, and other 
saladings, in succession. 

Klower Garden . — All danger from frost being 
now over, half-hardy and tender plants should 
be placed out without delay, lifted with as much 
eai-th as possible, and transferred to the beds. 
If the beds have been newly -dug, the plants 
should be pnt in a little deeper than usual, as 
the soil will sink. In all cases in planting 
bedding stqf the plants should be put in deeper 
than they were in the cutting pans, as it prevents 
them being blown about by the wind, and 
enables them to be pegged down to the surface 
more readily. Petunias, verbenas, and phlox 
Drummondi especially should be sc treated, as 
they make long straggling shoots, which are 
easily blown off. Transplant asters oa a piece 
of the richest ground ; lift the plants carefully, 
and shade for a day or two. 

Vines .are now making rapid growth. Remove 
all lateral shoots as they are formed, and 
endeavor to throw ail the strength into the 
bunches by enoonraging the main leaves on the 
fruit-bearing spur. 



To preserve the bloom of cut flowers use rain 
water as far as possible, and change the water 
every altcin.ata day. Before arranging the 
flowers in the glass or flower-stand, trim the 
ends of the stalks with a sharp knife, so as to 
make a clean cut. To guard .against a possibility 
of any unpleasant smell, and for other reasons — 
seeing that water is an absorbent of noxious 
gases — if the flowers be intended for a close, 
thick chamber, let the water be changed every 
day ; by this means any unpleasant smells will 
be avoided. Camphor has been suggested as a 
disinfectant and at the same time as a material 
likely to prolong the beauty of the flowers. 
Salt has also been used ; but though it m.ay not 
hurt some flowers, there are others which will 
be injured by it. In flower-stands where sand 
is used, and must necessarily remain for some 
time, mix' with the sand one-eight part in bulk 
of small pieces of charcoal, brokeu about the 
size of peas ; this will keep it sweet for weeks. 



The West of Ensland Bank, 

After an inveatigation whicli lasted for nine 
entire days, the case for the prosecution against 
tho manager and directors of the West of Eng- 
land Bank has been brought to a close. The 
story is a sad one, and extends over many years, 
but its mam features are sufficiently simple. 
The West of England Bank was started in 1836 
with an available capital of half a million of 
money. Its original directors were men of con- 
siderable position and influence both in Bristol 
and in South Wales, and for many years the 
bank did a large and lucrative business, ft was 
believed to be as solvent as the House of Roths- 
childs or the Bank of England itaolf. Its shares 
brought a high premium ; its dividends were 
large ; its operations continued to extend. 
When or bow its downward course first began 
it would now be difficult to say. It is clear, 
however, that 10 years ago at least, if not 
earlier, there were upon the books of the bank 
several very heavy bad debts, which ought, by 
all ordinary rules of business, to have been 
written off. The largest of these c ommenced as 
far back as 1855, when the bank took over the 
banking business of Messrs Toogood, of Cardiff. 
Among the customers of the Toogoocls were the 
Messrs Booker and Co., a large Sonth Wales 
firm, believed to be highly prosperous, but 
in reality insolvent, Booker and Co. soon 
become indebted to the West of England 
Bank in a very large sum, and year by year 
the balance against them increased. Tlie 
directors seem to have been afraid to boldly 
avow the existence of a loss so large, and to have 
determined, at any coat, to keep Booker and 
Co. afloat. This resolve once taken, losses 
accumulated day by day until the position 
became desperate, and in 1867 half a million of 
money had been swallowed up. In spite of this 
fact, the insolvent business was converted into 



a joint-stock company under the auspices of the 
bank, and the pnblio was invited to take shares 
in it. Such a course of oomluot could have but 
one possible end. When the orasb came at last 
tho bank had utterly lost all that it ever had. 
It had spent everything, even to it paid-up 
capital of L750,000. It had spent the whole of 
of its reserve fund, amounting to L150.000. fts 
deficiency beyond this, duo to investors and 
depositors, was over L300.000. In round figures, 
in short, a million and a quarter of money had 
been irretrievably swallowed up. And yet, 
almost down to the hour of its suspension, its 
publisher! accounts and balance'shcetshad shown 
large dividends and rich bonuses, which we 
know could not possibly have been earned. The 
directors have been committed for trial. 



Wounds in Modern Warfare, 

Some interesting evidence (says the Daily 
Kews) as to the char.acter of modern fighting is 
supplied by a recently published volume, the 
report of the Stafford House oommitteo on 
their operations in tho late Russo-Tnrkish war. 
Besides a “record of operations,” tho book 
contains some general reports on surgieal matters 
by the chief surgeons employed. In these there 
is to be found nearly unanimous testimony, first 
as to the comparative fewness of wounds from 
tho “ white arm,” as swords, bayonets, lances, 
and such like weapons are collectively termed 
in French military language. The second point 
of interest is the greater ease with which such 
wounds healed when they were not at once 
fatal. Sword wounds were more numerous in 
the latter part of the war than in the earlier, 
says Mr Barker, and they usually healed easily. 
Bayonet wounds were much rarer. “ Among 
thousands of wounded men,” says Dr Pinkerton, 
" 1 did not see more than half-a-dozen suffering 
from sabre, lance, or bayonet wounds." And he 
adds that the experience of others whom he 
questioned was the same. “ The number of 
bayonet wounds coming under observation was 
exceedingly small,” says Mr MacKellar, and 
though sabre wounds were more frequent in this 
gentleman’s experience, they were chiefly dne to 
wanton attacks on non-combatants, not to fair

Tho lance requires elbow-room 
and very admit m.'iuagcinont ; 'the sabre needs 
very groat bodily strength, and not a little skill, 
to make it effective; the bayonet is "a most 
clumsy weapon.” The bnwio knife and the short 
Ghoorka dagger are, thinks Dr Pinkerton, much 
more effective than any of our cutting .arms. On 
tho other hand, tho raodorn rifle bullet is .allowed 
to bo a terrible weapon iu its etlocts, even whore 
it does not kill, and the wounds it inflicts seem 
to be much more serious than those of tho old 
spherical ball.
